The School Tax. 

The Herald of Tuesday, ami the Ken- 
tuckiau of the 1-lth, contain able articles 
in favor of State aid to railroads, which 
will be read with interest by your nume- 
rous readers. 

While reading these articles, I wished 
in my very heart that the pens of the 
eloqueut gentlemen who wrote these ar- 
ticles could be as earnestly enlisted iu 

another, aud, iu my opiuiou, far more 
could unquestionably, injportaut subject to the pcople of t]ie 

State, the interest of the free school sys- 
tem in Kentucky. The people do not 
know, many of them, that there is a pro- 
position before them to increase the 
school tax. And there are thousands 
who do not properly uuder.-tand the im- 
portance of education iu sustaiutug and 
perpetuating republican liberty. They 
uecd to be taught the importance and ne- 
cessity of universal education, and how 
much our existence as a free people de- 
pend upou the education of the masses. 

Will the papers of Kentucky give 
their powerful influence to this good 
cause? 

I notice the Louisville Courier- Jour- 
ual, the Jackson Purchase, and the Hick- 
mau Courier, are advocating the tux 
aud the increase of cur fiie school facil- 
ities. 1 hope to see every paper i.i the 
State come out in favor of the 
tion. 

The Hickman Courier, in an article on 
this subject, remarked 14 that the neces- 
sity for this tax was so apparent that it 
scarcely needed advocacy before the peo- 
ple. I will say, in all earnestness that 
there is necessity for its advocacy — it 
needs to be set before the people in its 
true bearings and importance. In these 
latter days of progress and innovation, 
taxes have grown to be enormous, and 
the people are sore under the pressure, 
hence their prejudice against anything 
that savors of taxation. This prejudice 
needs to be removed, and somebody must 
do the thinking and cxplaiuing to re- 
move it. 

A few articles in favor of this tax ns 
earnest and eloijuent a.s those for State 
aid to railroads, would leave nothing ob- 
noxious about the hx, it would set the 
thing all right. It would emancipate the 
politicians from their thraldom of si- 
lence, and they would come to the assis- 
tance of the dear people. 

Universal education is a necessity to 
our form of government; the suffrage of 
the people is the great power which sets 
the whole machinery in motion. Then, 
how important it is to have this power di- 
rected by a virtuous and liberal educa- 
tion.

The Collector of Port, Col. Casey, ac- 
ting upon information received from his 
officers, yesterday morning directed Spe- 
cial Deputy Surveyor Chas. II. Keith to 
seize the American brig C. C. Colson. 
('apt. Pratt, lying at Post 1C, foot of St. 
Joseph street, for attempted violation oC 
the revenue laws, nnd because it w.is re- 
ported she had on board arms for the 
revolutionists in Cuba. 

Th c seizure was made about 11 o'clock 
two officers of the Surveyor's Depart- 
ment taking charge and pealing the 
hatehes of the vessel. The Collector in- 
formed the District Attorney of the sei- 
zure, and the latter will t.:ke the neces- 
sary steps to investigate the matter. 

Iu investigating this affair we have

Manure for Potatoes. — An ex- 
change says the following recipe for rais- 
ing potatoes is worth the price ot any 
paper for oue j-car to any farmer that is 
short of manure. It is as good as the 
bc»* superphosphate of lime, and it will 
not cost half so much. It has bct-u tried 
two years, and is good ou dry land. 

Take one eask of Ifine and sinck it 
with water, aud then stir in one bushel 
of fine salt, aud then mix in loam or 
ashes enough so that it will not become 
mortar: it will make about five barrels. 
Tut in half a piut in a hill in planting. 
All manures containing potash arc par- 
ticularly suitable for potatoes. Ashes 
contain more than any other natural l'cr 
tilizcr, aud .-hould be freely u.-ed and 
carefully saved. Any farmer seeing the 
analysis of the a:-hes of potatoes, cau 
readily imagine what fertilizers produce 
the greatest effect, aud what the plaut 
most needs. 

Orchard Caterpillar. — This in- 
sect " comes and goes" — is abundant in 
some years and iu others uearly disap- 
pears.
